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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 and 12-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding Claim 1 , the closest prior arts, Kuipers et al. (WO 01/16022) and 
Acker (US Patent No. 6,322,91 7 B1 ) disclose the claimed process steps except for the 
feed forward control steps for determining the conditions of the generator including 
process temperatures, conditions of the raw materials and selecting predetermined feed 
rates for the raw materials using the conditions of the generator, the conditions of the 
raw materials and a look up table of predetermined values. 

4. Claims 2-8 are dependent claims of claim 1 . 

5. Regarding Claim 9, no prior art can be found for the steps of controlling a feed 
rate of each of the raw materials to substantially the predetermined feed rates and 
performing a transition rate-limiting operation. 

6. Claims 1 0 and 1 2-1 5 are dependent claims of claim 9. 

7. Regarding Claim 1 6, no prior art can be found for the claimed algorithm 
comprising determining a target hydrocarbon fuel flow (B) and a current hydrocarbon 
fuel flow (A), then determining a present difference (D)=(B)-(A), and then comparing 
said difference (D) with a predetermined threshold value to determine whether said fuel 
processor is turning up production of hydrogen, turning down production of hydrogen or 
operating at a steady state mode and wherein a higher ratio of water to fuel and air to 
fuel is added when said fuel processor is turning up production for a preset period of 
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time than when said fuel processor is operating at a steady state mode and wherein a 
lower ratio of water to fuel and air to fuel is added when said fuel processor is in a 
turning down of production mode. 

8. Claims 1 7-20 are dependent claims of claim 1 6.
